You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall, 
Plainfield, in said town on the second Tuesday of 
March next at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman 
for three years, Treasurer, Tax Collector, one or 
more Highway Agents, one Trustee of Trust Funds 
for three years, two Library Trustees for three years 
and all other necessary town officers for the ensuing 
years. 


Article 2. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise to pay outstanding notes and in- 
terest. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise to pay all other necessary town ex- 
penses for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for the support of Town Poor. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
amount of money required by law to secure State 
Aid on Class 5 highways plus any additional amounts 
necessary. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
State Aid for construction of the Class 2 road known 
as the Plainfield-Meriden Stage road, and raise for 
said purpose the sum of $1165.50. The State will 
contribute $2330.00 or will accept State Aid for con- 
struction of Class 5 roads and raise the sum of 
$805.97 and the State will contribute $3223.89. 
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Article 7. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will vote to raise to assist citizens of Plainfield 
for a Ward bed as needed in the Mary Hitchcock 
Hospital, Claremont Hospital or both, also to ap- 
point a committee or make resolutions regarding 
same. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for Memorial Day. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will vote to raise for snow removal. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of forty dollars for the is- 
suance and distribution of printed matter calling at- 
tention to the resources and natural advantages of 
the town, in cooperation with other towns in the 
Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region. Said appropria- 
tion to be disbursed by the Selectmen. 


Article 11. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will vote to raise to paint the outside of the 
Town Hall, Meriden. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the town through tax collector Deeds. 

Article 13. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will vote to raise for the control of white pine 
blister rust. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of fifty dollars for forest 
fire tools to be expended in cooperation with the 
State Forestry Department. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will instruct the 
Moderator to appoint a committee of three to find 
-and bound all school lease land and vote to raise and 
ADDEODM ate a sum of money to defray the expense 
of same. 
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Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to in- 
struct the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes to be paid on or before one year pur- 
suant to the laws of 1917. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to allow 
a discount of 2% on all 1939 Property taxes paid on 
or before July 10. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to dis- 
pense with delivering inventory blanks until the time 
of taking inventory. 


Article 19. To see what action the town will take 
in regard to the report of the town officers. 


Article 20. To transact any other business that 
may lawfully and properly come before this meet- 
ing.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Plainfield School Board and Citizens: 

I am privileged to submit herewith my sixth an- 
nual report on the progress of the Plainfield schools. 
This is the twentieth in the series of such reports 
under state-wide supervision and is largely an at- 
tempt to set down for historical purposes some of the 
activities in the schools and of the school officials. 


Teacher Changes 


Teacher changes were made at East Plainfield and 
in the grammar room at Plainfield. In the former, 
we have Miss Jeanette Bowlby, a graduate of Keene 
Normal, with three years of teaching experience, 
and in the Plainfield Grammar, David Armstrong, a 
graduate of Keene, also, with two years previous 
teaching experience. These replacements are for- 
tunate selections. 


Transportation 


Over the past four or five years some attempt has 
been made to improve transportation facilities. This 
has been notably true at the Meriden school for-some 
time, and this year one new conveyance was put into 
service at the Plainfield school. It is hoped that fur- 
ther improvement can be made in equipment where- 
ever transportation needs to be continued. In this 
connection, it is well to make note of the fact that 
the Spencer school was closed and the majority of 
the children are being transported to the Plainfield 
school. 


Meriden School 


It is probably sufficient to set down here the chron- 
ological events of the efforts to obtain a new school 
for this village, but this first paragraph will attempt 
to show whereby the School Board had $3,000 bal- 
ance to apply on this building. Due to the decreased 
number of children who attended high school and 
the lower rate of tuition costs, the School Board 
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found itself in the winter of 1937 in a position to esti- 
mate a $2,000 balance in June of that year. At the 
annual meeting this was appropriated, together with 
$1,500 for indebtedness, which was voted, for the 
moving and repair of the old building. In the fol- 
lowing year (1938) the District voted not to rescind 
this order, thereby making it impossible for the 
School Board to deduct its probable balance from 
the appropriation. The vote for a new school build- 
ing at this meeting failed to carry. At the close of 
business on June 30, 1938 approximately $3,300 was 
the total cash assets of the School District, as will be 
seen by the balance sheet on another page. In June 
Congress extended P. W. A., whereby local Govern- 
ment could apply for a 45% grant on new construc- 
pM work. From this point the chronological events 
ollow. |

It is expected that this building will be completed 
and ready for use before the close of this school 
year. It is doubtful whether the Board, due to trans- 
portation contracts and the condition of newly 
turned soil about the building which will not have 
grassed over, will cause the school to be used before 
September. 
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Minor Repairs 


Minor repairs should be made on the interior of 
the Brook school in the matter of decorating and also 
at the East Plainfield school.

Finances and High School Tuition 


At this writing a bill is in the legislature to see 
whether the State will assist in the payment of high 
school tuition. Whether this act becomes a law or 
not, some action should be instituted among the par- 
ents of high school pupils in Plainfield to arrange for 
transportation to neighboring schools. This might be 
a locally constituted organization with pledges on 
the part of the parents to pay a definite amount, or 
possibly the school district could be authorized to 
take care of this in part. High school education these 
days has become to be regarded practically as neces- 
sary as was the common school education of twenty 
years ago. 


The complexities of changing civilization have 
caused the courses in high schools to provide for dif- 
ferent native aptitudes so that boys and girls who 
are not interested in going to college may have an 
education in the practical arts and distributive occu- 
pations to assist them in gaining a livelihood. Such 
other courses in social science have been added as 
will make them able to participate intelligently in 
the governmental affairs of a democracy. The mat- 
ter of affording high school education to young peo- 
ple of our town should not be regarded as an expense 
but as an investment in security for the future. 
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Report of the School Nurse 


A report of the school nurse is herewith attached. 


Jan. 1, 1938 to Jan. 1, 1939 


This year’s program includes the regular health 
inspection, classroom inspection, weighing and meas- 
uring, inspection before returning to school after 
sickness, follow-up work and home visits, taking chil- 
dren to clinics or hospital, and seeking the help and 
assistance of Social Agencies in special work with 
the children. 


Due to the prolonged economic conditions it was 
possible to do only the emergency tonsils and dentis- 
try. This has been possible through the local Red 
Cross in two cases of diseased tonsils.

TRANSPORTATION 
Public Laws, Chapter 117 


Section 6. 


Transportation. The district shall furnish trans- 
portation to all pupils below the ninth grade who 
live more than two miles from the school to which 
they are assigned; but when it shall appear that chil- 
dren live in homes so remote from schools or regular 
school transportation routes that the cost of trans- 
portation would constitute an unreasonable expense, 
the school board may, at the expense of the district, 
board the child near a public school; provided, that 
the parent or guardian may appeal to the commis- 
sioner with proposals for transportation by himself 
or by another, or with other solutions, and the order 
of the commissioner shall be final. 


Section 6-a. 


Pupils Under Fourteen Years of Age. The district 
shall furnish transportation as provided in section 
6 to all pupils under the age of fourteen years in 
grades above the eighth and in districts not main- 
taining a high school, in which the school board has 
neglected or refused to furnish further instruction 
in the schools of the district as provided in section 
28 of chapter 119 of the Public Laws, the district 
shall furnish to such pupils reasonable transporta- 
tion to an approved high school. (1937, 47:1.) 


Section 7. 


Limitations; Additions. Pupils entitled to trans- 
portation may be required to walk a distance not 
exceeding one and one-half miles to an established 
transportation line or a school bus line, the vehicle, 
route and schedule of which shall have been ap- 
proved by the state board of education, or of one 
mile to other transportation. The school board may 
furnish transportation to pupils in grades above the 
eighth or to any pupils residing less than two miles 
from the school to which they are assigned, when it 
finds that this is desirable, and shall furnish it when 
directed by the commissioner of education. (1933, 
TO.) 
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
